The investigation of why there was 


•a shortage of funds and the roads in 
the ' New Smyrna special' road and 
bridge district not completed, has 
been put up to the county solicitor by 
•the board of county commissioners, 
and some interesting developments 
are expected to result. 


Just what will be the next step 


-taken is not indicated, but the com- 
missioners have decided to turn, what 
information they have over to the 
•county solicitor, and have requested 
ninuto make a thorough investigation 
of the affairs of this bonded distr 


When the commissioners started to 


investigate the question of why the 
loads In this district were never com- 
pleted, after estimates and specifi- 
cations had been prepared in advance 
and a guaranteed estimate given, they 
called upon the J. B. McCrary com- 
pany, the engineers who prepared the 
specifications and gave the guaran- 
teed estimate, and then had supervis- 
ion of the work'for the county, to fur- 
nish some information which would 
throw some light on what the people 
want to know in connection with the 
building of the roads in this district. 


Representatives 
of the McCrary 


company appeared before the county 
board, but declined to answer pertin- 
ent questions. At the meeting of the 
county board held last week a resolu- 
tion was adopted stating why the 
board believes a legal Investigation 
should be made, and then requesting 
the county solicitor to make the neces- 
sary investigation. 


At the meeting of the board last 


Friday the McCrary company filed a 
•communication asking the board to 
submit its questions in writing. 


The communication filed with the 


board by the J. B. McCrary company 
was a* follows: 
To the Honorable Board ot County 


Commissioners of Volusia County, 
Florida. 


•Gentlemen: 


The J. B. McCrary Company begs 


leave to state Its position in relation 
to the investigation you are proposing 
to conduct. 


We are willing to give fully and

and of incompleteness of statement 
possible under an investigation con- 
ducted extemporaneously and orally 
for us to be willing to submit to that 
form of questioning.

either In the form of questions or 
.otherwise, 
we wilt undertake* to 


answer to the best of our ability, and 
if the answers are not full enough, 
will, upon your pointing out to us 
what further you desire, continue to 
answer until you are satisfied or our 
Information is exhausted. 


We wish to give you mil reasonable 


assistance possible and to work In 
harmony with you, but do not believe 
It fair or expedient to make answer to 
questions until we have had tine to 
•tudy the questions and mate our 
«n*wen toll and accurate.

Whereas, it doth appear that the 


shell roads were constructed of shell 
but a very small portion of same was 
constructed according to the original 
contract and specifications; and that 
said shell construction was slighted 
In such a manner that the roads have 
but a slight surfacing of shell and 
that, bad the seventeen thousand dol- 
lars ($17,000), th« difference In cost 
of concrete and asphalt construction, 
been used as was required by the 
bond Issue, there would probably have 
been sufficient money to complete the 
shell roads as originally contemplated, 
whereas there now appears to be one 
and one-half miles of shell roads to 
be constructed and grading yet to tie 
done; and 


Whereas, it has been further discov- 


ered that in said district where shell 
construction 
was 
contracted to be 


paid for on a unit basis, that where 
construction was to be paid for at so 
much a surface yard of a certain 
thickness, that where the shell surfac- 
ing was lessened, the payment for 
same was not reduced in proportion, 
vlz:_ On the 
Indian Springs-New 


Smyrna road where shell was con- 
tracted to be paid'for on a basis of 66 
cents per surface yard, 9 inches thick, 
that where the same was reduced to 
S Inches thick, it was paid for at 62 
cents; 7 inches thick, at 89 1-3 cento; 
< Inches thick, at M 1-3 cents; and 5 
Inches thick, at 63 1-3 cents per sur- 
face yard. From this It will be noted 
that the contractor waa getting 53 1-3 
cents for shell E inches loose, and waa 
knocking off only 12 2-3 cents for 
leaving off 4 Inches, whereas, for ev- 
ery Inch reduced in thickness there 
should have been • reduction of 
7 1-3 cents. 
The lack of authority to 


so pay being apparent, and of- pay- 
ments nude for less than > inches of 
shell laid loose waa oat of proportion 
to the amount contracted to be paid;

Whereas, it has been suggested and 


called to our mind that there were 
many and various alterations in the 
construction of these roads, variations 
from the contracts, 
and payments 


made under the contracts for work 
claimed to have been, done and paid 
for at price* at variance with the con- 
tracts; and 


Whereas, In the 
Halifax special 


road and bridge district there now re- 
mains a number of uncompleted 
roads, the sum of money left being 
barely adequate to, complete the same 
of a macadam construction greatly In- 
ferior to the other class of roads con- 
structed therein, and of necessity at

Thrown from their motor car when 
pfa'ns for &e community Christmas 


it jumped the rails near Okeechobee tree, with appropriate exercises, to 
last Friday, Headmaster D. B. Clark 
of the Flagler system, and R. S. Wai- 
drep, supervisor of the Okeechobee 
division, were thrown onto the rails 
and roadbed with such force that Mr. 
Clark was badly hurt and Mr. Wai- 
drep considerably bruised and shaken 
up. 


Mr. Clark's most serious injuries 


consist of a broken hip and dislocated 
shoulder, besides other severe bruises 
and cuts, and he Is now being treat- 
ed IB the railroad hospital In St. Au- 
gustine. 
Mr. Waldrep had one arm 


and leg and his side badly bruised 
and scratched, but escaped without 
more serious Injuries. 


The accident happened about 3:30 


o'clock Friday afternoon and the two 
men were taken to Okeechobee. From 
that point a report of the accident 
was sent in to headquarters, and in 
order to make the trip of Mr. Clark 
to the hospital as easy as possible a 
private car was sent down to Okee- 
chobee and both men were brought 
up In this car. Mr. Waldrep stopped 
at his home here, but the car with Mr. 
Clark on board was transferred to 
train No. 30 Saturday afternoon for 
the trip to St. Augustine. Mr. Clark's 
daughter came down from St. Augus- 
tine to make the trip home with him. 
lie was hurried to the railroad hos- 
pital as soon as the train reached St. 
Augustine. 


Although the injuries- are very se- 


rious and painful to Mr. Clark and It 
will undoubtedly be many weeks be- 
fore he is able to .be up and around 
again, the many trends' of both men 
are very glad the accident- brought 
no worse result*.

OUT SAYS COUNTY ENGINEER 


INTERESTING LETTER 


FROM FRENCH FRONT 


LIEUT. RAWUNGS WRITES OF 


HIS 
EXPERIENCES 
IN 
THE 


TRENCHES OF BATTLEFIELDS 


"SOMEWHERE." 


Lieut. J. B. Rawlings, formerly a 


practicing physician in Daytona, who 
enlisted for active service soon after 
the United States entered the war 
and has been for some time serving 
at a base hospital near London, has 
been sent to the front, and in a letter 
to Dr. W. C. Chowning of this city, 
dated "Somewhere, Nov. 9th," writes 
interestingly of his experiences. 


Extracts from Dr. Rawlings' letter 


are as follows: 


'I have now moved up quite close, 


too close for comfort or pleasure, or 
even safety. All kinds of scrap iron 
drop around here from time to time, 
and most of- it blows up soon after 
landing, and some of it before. 


"I have now as my most cherished 


possessions two varieties of 
gas 


masks, one tin lid, or steel helmet, 
one Identification tag on a chain 
around my right wrist, and a wrist 
watch with a luminous dial on my 
left; also a pair of trench boots that 
cost $25 and lace to the knees; these 
are almost necessary in this land of 
mud of almost any depth. If the war 
goes on another year my next pair 
will cost close to $50, but I will have 
to have them just the same. U. S. 
service shoes are not fit for service 
here, and it is a pity for them (o 
come over here, as they are bound to 
suffer with 'trench feet.' 


"I was very sick crossing the chan- 


nel from England. We crossed during 
the worst storm in several yean and 
the trip took nine hours. Our con- 
voys turned back and we came on 
alone. I was so sick I laid down be- 
low deck witb my head on an 
Australian private, threw my life belt 
away and everything else up. 


'I was told by Stewart McOnire I 


would be kept in base hospital work, 
but here I am crowding up close at 
the front; not doing much work, but 
here just the same. I don't seem to 
mind the danger so much as the cold 
and dame. It's quit* hard to keep 
warm and real winter is not here yet. 
Living in a dugout does not appeal 
to me much, but i,t is better than a 
tent, being warmer and much safer. 
Big rats are plentiful, but have not 
bothered me so far. I have a trap set, 
but have not caught one. 


'Just now there is a great roar of 


guns. We don't know what is going 
on, butMt is some kind of an attack. 
I am orderly officer tonight, meaning 
that I am on duty and have to get up 
or stay up t» attend to wounded men 
until 8 o'clock tomorrow morning. 


"The first day up here two shells 


fell, the first burst about 40 yards 
away and spoiled my breakfast; the 
second bunt about 75 yards away and 
blew-down a two-story building. Since 
there has been none so near. 


"We go out of the line next ireek 


for a month at a rest station near a 
nice little town, where I will deep In 
a house. Leaving there we will re- 
turn to active service. 


"London la prosperous in a business 


way. Men from all over the world 
are spending money there for equlp- 


mt and clothes, but It la waKloan 


money, borrowed by governments, to 
be used up, destroyed and watted. 


•My rammer in England waa very 


pleasant and I enjoyed it very much. 
I would like to have wintered there, 
but waa sent here Instead. No one 
likes It out here, and everyone hates 
the men that stay back. If I live 
through It I will be glad to hare been 
In It. The cold and exposure to the 
wont part of it for the southern hot1 


house plant that I am. I have all the 
warm clothes I am allowed to carry 
and am well prepared for the winter, 
so far as clothes can keep me JKarm. 


"So far ray experiences have been 


pleasant, though at t'mes exciting. A 
torpedo across our bow in Juno did 
not add t* our peace and happiness."

Road Superintendent's Report 


The report of the 
road superin- 


tendent for November was read and 
ordered spread upon the minutes, as 
follows: 


: present herewith my report as 


road superintendent for the month of. 
November: 


District No. 1.—Truck dragging road 


between end of brick road and St. 
Johns river. 1 day; Blue Springs road 
half day. Truck No. 1 hauling shell 
and repairing roads above mentioned, 
9 days; 139 cubic yards of shell placed 
on the roads in this district. The road 
to Enterprise needs repairing' and 
shelling In places and bridge on this 
road needs repairing. The road be- 
tween the end of the brick road and 
the St Johns river needs clearing," 
grubbing and the proper provision for 
drainage. The road between Orange 
City and Cassadaga is well repaired 
so that the same can be properly 
graded. 


District No. 2.—Truck No. 1 repair- 


ing road with shell between DeLand 
and DeLeon, one day; repairing road 
with shell between B. Wtnnemissetta 
and district line, New Smyrna road, 
one day; hauling shell for Beresford 
road and placing same so teams can 
rea<Uy put same on newly graded 
road, 6ne day. Fifty-five yards of shell 
placed on roads in this district. Ber- 
esford road graded front' railroad to 
top of hill. Blue Lake road pinostrow- 
ed. Guard and hand rails on bridgeg 
on DeLand-New Smyrna road painted 
white for the safety of the traveling 
public. I find the condition .of the 
roads in this district the best In the 
^ 


county, due to the brick roads built 
under the bond issue. 
I also find, 


however, that along these brick roads 
in many cases no provision has been 
made for adequate drainage, the 
shoulders of shell or marl have not 
been properly graded and rolled and 
in some places no shell or mart shouP 
ders have been made. In many case* 
the earth fill Is above the level of the 
brick surface and will have to be 
graded off to give the proper drain- 
age. Material has been wasted atone 
the aides and tops of cuts that should 
have been placed along adjacent fill 
because of the condition* stated . 
above, and toe county will be pot to 
considerable expense to put theea 
roads In ant class condition. 


District No. J.—Truck No. 1 haallnc 


shell and repairing road* 7 day*. 
Three carloads of shell placed on De- 
Leon-DeLand road. 
One carload of 


shell placed oh Spring Garden road. 
One carload of shell unloaded at Olen- 
wood. This ahell was not distributed 
•t this time because the road at pres- 
ent is impassable for the truck from 
the station to the main road. The 
total amount of shell placed on the 
roads In this district Is 150 cubic 
yards. 


The convicts were worked on the 


DeLeon-DeLand road, DeLeon-Barber- 
ville road, DoLeon-Sprlng Garden road 
grading, ditching and distributing 
shell. Convicts built the fills at both 
ends of the Pringle Branch bridge, re- 
paired the bridge on the DeLeon-Bar-v 
bcrville road and started to clear and 
grub the Clifton-Daugherty road.

"Say, Dncle Dan," said Blllle, 


mle and I have been looking up about 
war In the encyclopedia at school We 
found that in the war between Ger- 
many and France In 1870-71, Germany 
lost in killed and wounded 28,000 sol- 
diers while France lost about six times 
as many, and besides that, ah* lost 
every battle. We asked Professor Slo- 
cum why this was. He said that the 
German army was highly trained and 
ably commanded, while the French 
^oldicrs were poorly trained; and/hat 
their war department waa honey- 
combed with jealousy and politics; 
that the officers were not much good, 
and-that's why France lost the war 
and *o manytmen. What do you think 
about It, Uncle Dan?" 


Well," said Oncle Dan, "Professor 


Slocnm la right By Inefficiency France 
lost that war, together with two of 
her beat provinces—Alsace and Lor- 
raine—and had to pay a billion dol- 
lars Indemnity money. France today 
learned her lesson by that sad expe- 
rience, so she put In universal military 
training, and as a result, her soldiers 
now know how to fight and how to 
protect themselves. They are losing 
less men In the war than the Germans; 
France also put politics out of her war 
department, so that expert authority, 
Instead of bureaucratic stupidity, now 
direct* the army. 
The result Is, 


France has one of the best and most 
efficient armies every assembled, and 
this shows what thorough training and 
good leadership means In warfare. 
This saved France In this crisis, as 
well as the liberties of the world." 


'As war Is now conducted, there ft 


no place for an untrained man. A 
body of 10.000 well trained soldiers 
properly handled could defeat five 
times their number of raw recruits and 
do it every time with comparatively 
small loss to themselves. Proper train- 
ing alone will reduce the death and 
casualty rate one-third of what It oth-, 
erwlse would be, and right her* I* an 
unanswerable argument for universal 
military training. 


"Our government has no moral right 


to force her men Into war service 
without properly training them for It. 
To do *o Is simply murder, hence the. 
frantic effort that Is now being made 
to give her soldiers some training be- 
fore they are sent to the front If we 
are to win this war, It will take trained 
men to do It and It will take trained, 
men to win any other war that may 
come upon a* in the future. If we 
must fight let us fight to win and not 
to lose."

The ditches along these 


roads have never been properly con- 
structed and in many cases proper 
drainage has been absolutely neglect- 
ed. 
A great many bridges in this 


district do not conform to the.grade 
of the road and to maintain a proper 
approach to them is next to impos- 
sible, In fact, to make them conform 
to the road grade many of them will 
have to be practically rebuilt. To put 
the roads and bridges in this district 
In first ciass condition will cost sev- 
eral thosuands of dollars.

Military Training Neceapary for Safety 


and Oefene*. 


"Say. Uncle Dan,- said Billle, Wlm- 


tnle and I have been looking op about 
war In the encyclopedia at school We 
found that In the war between Ger- 
many and France In 1870-71, Germany 
lost In killed and wounded 28,000 sol- 
diers while France lost about six times 
an many, and besides that, she lost 
every battle. We asked Professor Slo- 
cum why this was. He said that the 
German army was highly trained and 
ably commanded, while the French 
^oldicrs were poorly trained; andyhat 
their war department waa honey- 
combed with jealousy and polities; 
that the officers were not much rood, 
and-that's why France lost the war 
and 10 manytmen. What do yon think 
about It, Uncle Dan?" 


'Well," said Oncle Dan, "Professor 


Slocnm la right By Inefficiency France 
lost that war, together with two of 
her beat provinces—Alsace and Lor- 
raine—and had to pay a billion dol- 
lar* Indemnity money. France today 
learned her lesson by that sad expe- 
rience, so she put In universal military 
training, and as a result, her soldiers 
now know how to fight and how to 
protect themselves. They are losing 
less men in the war than the Germans, 
France also put politics out of her war 
department, so that expert authority, 
nstead of bureaucratic stupidity, now 
llrecta the army. 
Xhe result Is, 


France has one of the best and most 
efficient armies every assembled, and 
this shows what thorough training and 
;ood leadership means In warfare. 
This saved France in this crisis, as 
well as the liberties of the world." 


'As war Is now conducted, there ft 


no place for an untrained man. A 
body of 10,000 well trained soldiers 
properly handled could defeat five 
times their number of raw recruits and 
do it every time nith comparatively 
small loss to themselves. Proper train- 
ing alone will reduce the death and 
casualty rate one-third of what It oth- 
erwise would be, and right here It an 
unanswerable argument for universal 
military training. 


"Our government has no moral right 


to force her men Into war service 
without properly training them for It. 
To do so Is simply murder, hence the 
frantic effort that is now being made 
to give her soldiers some training be- 
fore they are sent to the front If we 
are to win this war, It will take trained 
men to do It and It will take trained 
men to win any other war that may 
com* span as In the future. If we 
must fight let us fight to win and not 
to lose.*' 


"That's the stuff," said Billle. 
Continuing, Uncle Dan said: "Our 


government has expended about $800,- 
000,000 to put up cantonments and 
training stations in order to train the 
men called by the selective draft 
When these men are trained the train- 
Ing stations should be Immediately 
filled with younger men, say those in.

FROM FRENCH FRONT 


LIEUT 
RAWLINGS WRITES OF 


rllS 
EXPERIENCES 
IN

TRENCHES OF BATTLEFIELDS 


"SOMEWHERE " 


Lieut J B Rawlmgs, formerly a 


practicing physician in Daytona, who 
enlisted for active service soon after 
the United States entered the war 
and has been for some time serving 
at a base hospital near London, has 
been sent to the front, and in a letter 
to Dr W C Chowning of this city 
dated "Somewhere, Nov 9th," writes 
interestingly of his experiences 


Extracts from Dr Rawlings' letter 


are as follows 


"I have now moved up quite close, 


too close for comfort or pleasure or
